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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-33 & 40-42, drawn to elongated source light unit or support, classified 
in class 362, subclass 217. 

II. Claims 34-39, drawn to formation of solid particulate material directly fi-om 
molten or Uquid mass (e.g., liquid comminuting), classified in class 264, subclass 
5. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make another and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the 
method describe may manufacture different product such as glass fiber, self-supporting particle 
making from glass or glasslike materials. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 
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(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 

divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 

classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 

invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 

and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include 
(i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.

Species 1 - Figure 1 - a light-emitting form of the present invention showing different 
pathways of light in the core and container due to refi'action and reflection 

Species 2 - Figure 2 - size of the light source is smaller than the size of the core 

Species 3 - Figure 3b - an embodiment of the tubular light emitting form having a cross 
section other than round 

Species 4 - Figure 3c - an embodiment of the tubular light emitting form having a cross 
section other than round 

Species 5 - Figure 3d - an embodiment of the tubular light emitting form having a cross 
section other than round 

Species 6 - Figure 3e - an embodiment of the tubular hght emitting form having a cross 
section other than round 

The species are independent or distinct because claims to the different species recite the 
mutually exclusive characteristics of such species. In addition, these species are not obvious 
variants of each other based on the current record. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, 40 is generic.

be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other species. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise require all the limitations of an 
allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
